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REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

For  the  Year  1939. 


In  presenting  their  Report  the  Committee  desire  first  of  all  to  express 
cordial  acknowledgments  to  all  who  have  in  any  capacity  helped  the 
Hospital  to  meet  the  many  problems  and  difficulties  arising  out  of  war-time 
conditions.  Their  grateful  thanks  are  due  to  the  Honorary  Medical 
Officers,  Honorary  Surgeons,  Honorary  Radiologists  and  their  Assistant, 
the  Honorary  Masseuse  and  all  other  Honorary  Officials  for  services 
ungrudgingly  rendered.  They  are  happy  once  again  to  congratulate  the 
Matron,  Miss  Francis,  and  Assistant  Matron,  Miss  Syme,  on  the 
continuance  of  their  admirably  devoted  and  efficient  work,  which  has  been 
whole-heartedly  supported  by  a  competent  Nursing  Staff.  With  occasional 
gaps  owing  to  inevitable  changes  the  Nursing  Staff  has  been  at  full  strength 
throughout Athe  year  and  has  had  since  September  the  welcome  help 
of  Mrs.  Fache  as  a  permanent  volunteer.  The  domestic  staff  also  has  given 
complete  satisfaction,  though  from  September  substitute  arrangements 
had  to  be  made  to  replace  the  porter,  who  was  recalled  to  naval  duty. 

From  the  outbreak  of  war  the  burden  of  office  work  has  been  almost 
doubled;  but  owing  to  the  unfailing  loyalty  and  energy  of  Miss  Taylor  as 
Hospital  Clerk  it  has  been  efficiently  discharged  without  extra  help. 

The  Committee’s  sincere  thanks  are  again  due  to  Captain  R.  B. 
Holmes,  a.c.a.,  Honorary  Auditor,  and  especially  to  Mr.  E.  Nash, 
Honorary  Solicitor,  for  ready  help  and  advice. 

As  explained  in  last  Annual  Report,  much  was  done  during  the  crisis 
in  September,  1938,  to  provide  A.R.P.  expedients,  and  a  satisfactory 
scheme  has  now  been  put  into  force  in  respect  of  equipment,  blacking-out 
arrangements  and  protective  measures  generally.  At  the  Annual  General 
Meeting  in  1939,  it  was  resolved  to  undertake  a  basement-scheme  for 
protection  of  patients  and  staff,  and  application  was  made  to  Government 
for  a  grant-in-aid.  After  lengthy  correspondence  the  support  promised  was 
disappointingly  meagre  and  limited  in  scope;  but  the  Committee  decided 
nevertheless  to  proceed  with  the  scheme.  Meantime,  however,  prices  of 
labour  and  materials  had  advanced  to  a  prohibitive  figure,  and  only  a  trial 
pit  to  ascertain  depth  of  surface  water  had  been  dug  when  war-conditions 
supervened.  In  expectation  of  violent  air-raid  attacks,  protection  by 
sandbags  was  immediately  undertaken,  and  owing  to  the  enthusiastic 
response  of  numerous  volunteers  led  by  our  Chairman,  Mr.  Ford  Young,  a 
fair  measure  of  security  was  obtained  for  the  operating  theatre,  all  public 
and  private  wards  and  the  public  waiting-room.  In  addition  the  black-out 
scheme  was  completed,  and  the  most  vulnerable  windows  were  wired  and 
protected  with  cellophane.  Further,  a  number  of  “  Hospital  Volunteers” 
was  enlisted  as  a  civil  defence  organisation  to  perform  Wardens’  duties  at 
the  Hospital  and  arrangements  were  made  for  their  regular  attendance  at 
the  Hospital  by  roster.  Advantage  has  also  been  taken  of  advice  and 
training  in  concert  with  the  local  A.R.P.  organisation,  so  that  co-operation 
may  be  ensured  in  the  event  of  an  actual  emergency.  When  War  was 
declared,  general  control  of  Hospital  accommodation  and  of  its  Medical 
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Staff  was  vested  in  the  Government,  and  an  immediate  demand  was 
complied  with  for  evacuation  of  patients  and  admission  of  none  but  urgent 
cases,  so  that  twenty  beds  might  be  kept  permanently  vacant  for  expected 
casualties.  In  addition  a  marquee,  kindly  lent  by  Mr.  R.  Pool,  was  erected 
and  camouflaged,  and  a  private  ward  was  set  apart  and  specially  equipped 
to  meet  a  possible  rush  of  minor  casualties.  A  number  of  retired  nurses 
and  assistant  nurses  resident  in  Fleet  have  volunteered  to  assist  at  the 
Hospital  in  the  event  of  an  air-raid,  and  in  addition  some  twenty  members 
of  the  Civil  Nursing  Reserve  (now  reduced  to  six)  have  been  allocated 
to  us  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  for  duty  in  an  emergency.  A 
considerable  number  of  the  members  of  the  Fleet  and  Hartley  Wintne.y 
British  Red  Cross  Society  V.A.Ds  and  of  Crookham  B.R.C.S 
detachment  has  also  been  attending  the  Hospital  throughout  the 
year  for  training  in  ward  work.  To  all  such — men  and  women  alike — who 
have  in  so  many  directions  given  labour,  time  and  trouble  to  these  arduous 
tasks  the  Committee  offer  sincerely  grateful  acknowledgements. 

As  regards  accommodation  for  patients,  sandbagging  operations 
necessitated  rearrangement  of  the  Men’s  and  Children’s  Wards  with 
reduction  of  one  private  ward,  and  the  total  number  of  beds  normally 
available  has  thus  been  reduced  from  53  to  29.  After  eight  weeks  however 
the  Hospital  was  released  from  emergency  service,  subject  to  reimposition 
when  considered  necessary  by  Government  and,  apart  from  reduction  in 
the  number  of  beds,  was  at  the  close  of  the  year  working  normally.  The 
regular  attendance  of  ‘‘Hospital  Volunteers”  has  also  been  discontinued 
until  actual  risks  require  its  renewal. 

Dr.  Jameson  Evans  had  undertaken  blood-transfusion  work  and 
registration  of  local  blood-donors  before  the  outbreak  of  war,  and  the 
Committee  gladly  accepted  his  offer  to  extend  this  effort  locally. 
Several  more  blood-donors  have  been  enlisted  since  September,  and 
intending  donors  for  this  purpose  are  requested  to  apply  in  the  first 
instance  to  the  Matron  at  the  Hospital. 

As  regards  stocks  of  drugs,  X-Ray  films  and  consumable  stores,  extra 
provision  made  last  year  has  been  sufficiently  maintained,  and  £1 16  10s.  9d. 
has  been  spent  during  1939  on  A.R.P.  measures.  An  interim  contribution 
of  £78  has  also  been  received  from  Government  towards  the  cost  of 
reserving  evacuated  beds,  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  fair  proportion  of  A.  R.  P. 
expenses  may  eventually  be  recovered. 

The  extra  trouble  and  responsibility  involved  in  these  war-time 
arrangements  have  added  much  to  ordinary  routine  duties,  and  the 
Committee  have  noted  with  much  satisfaction  the  cheerful  goodwill  with 
which  multifarious  demands  upon  the  Hospital  Staff  and  Officials  have 
been  met. 

Another  notable  feature  of  war-work  for  the  Hospital  has  been  the 
supply  of  useful  articles  received  from  the  local  Red  Cross  Depot.  During 
the  early  months  of  the  year  most  welcome  help  was  received  from  the 
Ladies’  Linen  Guild  through  Mrs.  Sparks,  and  the  Linen  Darning  Part}'  also 
continued  their  generous  provision  and  excellent  handiwork.  When  war 
broke  out,  the  Darning  Party  merged  themselves  in  the  Local  Red  Cross 
Depot,  which  has  supplied  this  Hospital  amongst  others  with  an  adequate 
reserve  of  garments,  bandages,  ditty  bags  and  many  other  requisites. 
The  Hospital  is  deeply  obliged  to  all  these  lady  workers  and  working 
parties,  and  particularly  to  Mrs,  Greig  and  Mrs.  Hawkins  as  organisers, 
for  their  most  valuable  contributions. 

The  “Tea  and  Biscuits”  service  for  visitors  to  patients  has  operated 
successfully  for  most  of  the  year  and  has  handed  over  £15  to  Hospital 
Funds.  It  is  hoped  that  this  highly  appreciated  effort  will  be  continued. 

Mrs.  Goschen  has  once  again  earned  the  Hospital’s  cordial  thanks  by 
arranging  a  generous  collection  of  eggs  from  Crondall,  and  similar  welcome 
help  has  come  from  Women’s  Institutes,  together  with  Harvest  Thanks- 
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giving  offerings  and  a  gift  of  a  ton  of  potatoes  from  an  American 
sympathiser  through  Miss  E.  H.  Moore.  Mrs.  Goschen  has  been  such  an 
unfailing  friend  to  the  Hospital  that  she  will  be  greatly  missed  on  leaving 
our  district. 

Whilst  Collections  and  Entertainments  have  naturally  suffered  from 
competitive  war-claims,  the  Fleet  Workers  surpassed  themselves  in  the 
early  months  of  rhe  year  and  led  the  way  in  Fleet  entertainments,  whilst 
in  recent  months  Mrs.  White  and  Mr.  A.  N.  Parsons  have  continued  to 
organise  private  whist-drives  for  the  Hospital’s  benefit.  The  Committee 
heartily  thank  these  constant  friends  for  their  loyal  support.  The 
outstanding  pre-war  item  was  of  course  Fleet  Carnival,  and  warmest 
congratulations  are  due  to  Mr.  Cubby,  Mr.  Nunn  and  their  numerous 
coadjutors  on  the  remarkable  success  achieved.  The  Carnival  was 
undoubtedly  the  best  organised,  the  most  popular  and  the  most  profitable 
Entertainment  ever  staged  in  Fleet,  and  the  proceeds  of  £375  allotted  to 
the  Extension  Fund  do  the  utmost  credit  to  all  concerned  and  in  particular 
to  the  Carnival  Finance  Committee’s  careful  stewardship. 

Valuable  support  has  also  been  received  as  usual  from  The  League  of 
Mercy.  Hampshire  County  Council,  Fleet  Urban  District  Council,  Hants 
Constabulary,  Elvetham  Men’s  Social  Club,  North  Hants  Motor  Club, 
Queen  Alexandra  Rose  Day  per  Mrs.  Balgarnie,  and  “The  Lads  of  the 
Village  ’’  ;  and  also  from  Mrs.  Vivyan’s  Dance  at  Rotherwick,  Miss  Mary 
Davis’s  Children’s  Pantomime,  Fleet  Cinema,  and  other  kind  friends. 

The  Committee  sincerely  thank  our  Local  Agents  in  various  centres — 
Colonel  Sewell  in  Hartley  Wintney,  Mr.  Mitchell  in  Crondall,  Mrs.  Wilks 
in  Ewshott,  Mrs.  Charrington  in  Winchfield,  Mrs.  Anson  in  Dogmersfield, 
Mrs.  Harper  in  Rotherwick,  and  Mr.  Mercer  Adam  in  Crookham.  As 
regards  Fleet  Agency,  where  responsibility  is  the  heaviest,  the  Hospital 
is  indeed  grateful  to  Mrs.  Willmore  for  her  very  successful  efforts  in  place 
of  Mrs.  Sylvester,  whose  remarkable  tact  and  resource  brought  the  whole 
work  in  Fleet  to  a  high  pitch  of  efficiency. 

“Pound  Day”  collections,  again  organised  by  Mr.  Gooday  for  Crondall 
and  Miss  Chinnock  for  all  other  areas,  were  amazingly  productive  of  good 
things  in  cash  and  kind,  and  the  Committee  wish  to  renew  their  most 
sincere  thanks  to  all  organisers,  helpers  and  contributors  throughout  the 
District. 

It  is  gratifying  that  in  spite  of  war  conditions  subscribers  have 
generally  been  able  to  renew  their  annual  support;  and  whilst  annual 
subscriptions  have  fallen  by  £100,  the  Hospital  has  received  munificent 
donations  from  Major  Slater,  Mr.  W.  J.  Yapp  and  Colonel  and  Mrs.  Todd, 
and  there  have  been  many  welcome  gifts  from  grateful  patients.  For  the 
benefit  of  the  Extension  Fund  there  have  been  bequests  under  the  wills  of 
Mr.  J.  L.  Nissen  and  Mr.  A.  O.  Prickard,  and  a  handsome  donation  from 
Mrs.  A.  J.  Brandon.  The  Hospital  deplores  the  loss  of  old  friends  and 
generous  supporters  such  as  Mr.  Kenneth  Goschen,  Mr.  J.  L.  Nissen  and 
Mrs.  E.  M.  Matthews.  Dr.  E.  L.  Martin,  who  has  long  been  a  member  of 
the  Honorary  Medical  Staff  and  served  many  years  on  this  Committee, 
will  also  be  greatly  missed  on  his  retirement. 

As  regards  the  general  record  of  work  done,  reference  should  be  made 
to  the  printed  pages  appended.  For  the  first  half-year  the  attendance  of 
patients  and  particularly  of  private  patients  exceeded  all  records  and  the 
financial  prospects  were  most  satisfactory.  The  check  received  in 
September  owing  to  evacuation  and  war-time  conditions  was  a  bitter 
disappointment  to  all  interested  in  the  progress  of  the  Hospital  and  the 
growth  of  the  Extension  Fund.  Whilst  receipts  from  the  Contributory 
Scheme  were  somewhat  reduced,  income  from  Private  Wards  rose  by 
some  £200.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  Contributory  Scheme,  which  has 
so  far  continued  to  function  effectively  in  war  time,  will  continue  its 
admirable  activities  and  that  recruitment  of  its  Honorary  Collectors  will 
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not  suffer.  The  Committee  fully  recognise  how  much  the  Hospital  owes 
to  this  Scheme,  which  is  the  backbone  of  Hospital  finance.  There  are 
now  within  our  area  4,113  members  who  contributed  £2,038  to  Head¬ 
quarters  at  Reading  during  1939,  and  out  of  571  patients  treated  in  our 
Public  Wards  during  1939  as  many  as  282  belonged  to  the  Scheme. 

As  stated  in  the  last  Annual  Report,  plans  had  been  prepared  to  improve 
the  accommodation  and  amenities  of  the  Nurses’  Home  as  part  of  our 
Extension  Scheme,  and  this  work  was  fortunately  completed  shortly 
before  the  outbreak  of  war,  at  a  cost  of  £534  10s.  Od.  Considerable  renewals 
were  also  carried  out  and  charged  to  Current  Account.  These  improve¬ 
ments,  ably  supervised  by  our  Architect,  Mr.  C,  Lovett  Gill,  f r.i.b.a.,  have 
contributed  greatly  to  the  comfort  and  efficiency  of  the  nursing  and 
domestic  staff,  and  are  a  welcome  addition  to  the  Extension  Scheme. 
After  providing  for  this  item  and  the  preliminaries  of  the  basement  scheme, 
the  Extension  Fund  at  the  close  of  the  year  had  £942  4s.  3d.  in  hand  with  no 
outstanding  liabilities;  but  when  its  main  object  can  again  become  a 
practical  issue  is  unhappily  a  matter  of  doubt.  The  Hospital  has  now  to 
face  a  decreased  income  and  rising  prices,  with  the  same  and  perhaps 
largely  extended  obligations  for  maintenance  of  its  services  and  inevitable 
renewals.  As  an  instance  it  may  be  mentioned  that  a  new  refrigerator 
costing  at  least  £75  has  become  a  necessity.  The  financial  outlook  is  most 
uncertain,  and  for  the  present  the  Committee  feel  bound  to  accumulate 
current  income  to  meet  eventualities.  They  beg  that  all  will  do  their 
utmost  in  these  difficult  and  critical  times  to  maintain  the  usefulness  and 
traditions  of  the  Hospital  as  a  local  Institution  of  which  all  citizens  can  be 
proud  and  upon  which  in  an  emergency  they  can  confidently  rely. 

On  the  occasion  of  the  Hospital  Carnival,  Sir  Fitzroy  and  the  Hon. 
Lady  Anstruther-Gough-Calthorpe  very  kindly  gave  a  special  donation 
of  £50  towards  the  Extension  Fund.

ADULT  RATE— For  those  over  15  years  of  age  : — 

(a) — Wage  earners  shall  pay  half  their  weekly  earned  income.  The 
patient,  or  a  parent  or  relation,  is  to  state  in  writing  what  the  weekly  earned 
income  of  the  maintainer  of  the  home  is  and  where  employed. 

f 

(b)  — In  cases  where  there  is  no  wage  earned  or  in  which  board  or  lodging 
is  provided  in  addition  to  a  wage,  a  charge  of  two-thirds  of  the  cost  of 
maintenance  in  Hospital  will  be  made,  subject  to  a  minimum  of  ten  shillings 
a  week  when  the  circumstances  of  the  patient  justify  a  reduction. 

JUVENILE  RATE— For  Children  up  to  and  including  15  years  of  age  : — 

The  charge  will  be  one-half  of  the  Adult  rate.  A  statement  in  writing- 
regarding  income  and  employment  of  maintainer  of  home  must  be  given  on 
admission. 

The  above  Scale  of  Charges  (excepting  as  shown  in  Note  A  below), 
applies  only  to  those  resident  in  the  area  stated  on  page  3.  Patients  resident 
outside  this  area  are  to  pay  the  full  cost  of  their  maintenance  whilst  in  Hospital. 

When  the  financial  circumstances  of  a  patient  are  such  that  the  prescribed 
charge  cannot  be  paid,  an  appeal  for  reduction  or  remission  may  be  submitted 
in  writing  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


SPECIAL  CHARGES. 

Note  A. — In  view  of  special  contributions  made  by  them  to  Hospital 
Fund,  Ex-Service  Men  of  Hartley  Wintney  and  Hartley  Wespall  pay  two 
shillings  and  sixpence  in  the  pound  of  earned  income.  Ex-Service  Men  of 
Fleet  are  entitled  to  one  free  bed  at  a  time,  if  available. 

Theatre  Charges.— The  charge  for  casualty  cases  and  for  minor 
operations  on  cases  not  remaining  as  in-patients  is  three  shillings  and  sixpence.
